Bush unveils bold initiative 
for missions to moon, Mars 


WASHINGTON I President Bush, envisioning 
“new journeys to the worlds beyond our own,” 
unveiled a plan Wednesday to send astronauts 
to the moon and Mars on missions sure to cost 
hundreds of billions of dollars and stretch the 
bounds of technology. He called for a manned 
lunar landing as early as 2015. 

Bush’s election-year initiative represents the 
boldest space goals since John F. Kennedy laid 
the groundwork for the Apollo program that 
landed Americans on the moon in 19 69. 

Intended to inject new life into a space 

program shattered by 

last year’s loss of the 
Columbia shuttle and 
its crew of seven, the 
proposal faces tough 
questions in Congress. 

Many Democrats say 
Bush should take care of 
problems at home before 
setting his sights on cost- 
ly space initiatives, par- 
ticularly in the face of 
budget deficits of about $500 billion. 

In a speech at NASA’s headquarters. Bush 
said the moon could be the launching pad 
for “human missions to Mars and to worlds 
beyond.” He said his goal was to “extend a 
human presence across our solar system.” 

In terms of the cost. Bush gave an estimate 
only for the initial downpayment on his plan: 
$12 billion over the next five years, but only 
$1 billion in new funds. The remainder would 
come from money reallocated under NASA’s 
five-year budget. Thus, it would fall to Bush’s 
successors to figure out how to finance the 
costliest part of the plan. 

Bush’s speech put him in the political 
spotlight in the run-up to Monday’s Iowa 
caucus battle among Democrats who want

BETHEL, MAINE | As temperatures 
plummeted to 20 below, Maine’s 
busiest ski resort was nearly empty 
Wednesday, despite the free hot 
chocolate and hand warmers. 

Extreme cold gripped New 
England Wednesday, and even in 
Maine, where people are used to 
freezing weather, the chill sent all 
but the hardiest souls inside. 

Portland’s minus-10 reading 
was the warmest overnight read- 
ing in Maine, with temperatures 
as low as 26 below and a wind chill 
of minus 54, said Tom Hawley, a 
meteorologist from the National 
Weather Service. 

The coldest spot in New England 
was New Hampshire’s Mount 
Washington, where the tempera- 
ture dipped to a record 44 below 
with a wind chill of minus 100. 

At AAA Northern New England, 
calls for help starting vehicles in 


Maine, New Hampshire and 
Vermont were well above the com- 
pany’s usual 2,000 for a winter day. 
The auto club got about 5,000 calls 
by midafternoon and expected to 
break its record of 5,025 calls set 
last Friday. 

Weather forecasters said the cold 
snap won’t loose its grip on New 
England until Saturday. 

New York City’s Department of 
Homeless Services sent outreach 
teams to the streets to search for 
people who needed to be taken to 
shelters, and Philadelphia officials 
planned to call a similar “code blue” 
Wednesday afternoon. 

Both cities were expected to 
get as much as 5 inches of snow 
overnight, with New York’s wind 
chill expected to drop to 20 -below 
late Thursday.

N E w YO R K I The federal government 
is planning to overhaul its employ- 
ee drug testing program to include 
scrutiny of workers’ hair, saliva and 
sweat, a shift that could spur more 
businesses to revise screening for 
millions of their own workers. 

The planned changes, long 
awaited by the testing industry, 
reflect government efforts to be 


more precise in its drug screen- 
ing and to outmaneuver a small 
but growing subset of workers 
who try to cheat on urine -based 
tests. 

Some businesses have already 
adopted alternative testing, despite 
criticism by privacy advocates. But 
others have held back, partly await- 
ing government standards. 


Changes would not likely go into 
effect until early next year, after the 
agency solicits public comment, 
finalizes guidelines and prepares 
for the transition. Once that hap- 
pens, many other employers could 
follow suit, government and indus- 
try officials say.

WTC Memorial Redesigned 


Revamped blueprint 
includes site artifacts, 
salutes rescue workers 

NEWYORK |A revised design for the 
World Trade Center memorial was 
unveiled Wednesday and includes a 
subtle tribute to the rescue workers 
and an underground room where 
visitors can see twisted steel beams, 
a crushed fire truck and other arti- 
facts from Sept. 11. 

The additions received a warm 


response — a distinct change in the 
often contentious process of remem- 
bering the nearly 3,000 victims of 
the 2001 terrorist attacks. 

Construction on the memorial 
is expected to begin by the end of 
this year. 

One of the changes to Michael 
Arad’s “Reflecting Absence” memo- 
rial addressed the sensitive issue of 
whether rescue workers should be 
singled out in some way. 

In the new design, Arad places 
all of the victims’ names randomly 


around two reflecting pools, a visual 
reminder of the “haphazard brutality 
of the attacks,” but he designates res- 
cue workers by listing their agency’s 
insignia alongside their names. 

The revisions also add a forest 
of trees, benches and grass to what 
was once open space and place a cul- 
tural center at the northeast corner 
of the site. 

Underground, an interpretive 
center will include lecture rooms, 
a research library and pieces from

Cabinet OKs Plan to Eliminate 
Holiday to Raise Money 

France’s Cabinet on Wednesday 
approved a plan to eliminate an 
annual holiday — the Monday after 
the Christian festival of Pentecost.

Soldiers in Iraq also 
capture key figure on 
U.S.’s most-wanted list 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I US. forces moved 
a step closer to the most wanted 
man in Saddam Hussein’s regime 
Wednesday, detaining his four 
nephews in a pre-dawn raid and 
capturing another top fugitive 
thought to be a paymaster in the 
anti-U.S. insurgency. 

The detention of the nephews of 
former Iraqi Vice President Izzat 
Ibrahim al-Douri came in a raid 
Wednesday in Samarra, prompted 


by a tip. Al-Douri has a $10 million 
bounty on his head and is suspected 
to have been orchestrating insur- 
gent attacks. 

Two of the nephews are believed 
to be in close touch with al-Douri 
and to have find safehouses for 
him, Lt. Col. David J. Poirier of 
Chicago said. 

In Ramadi, west of Baghdad, 
US. troops captured Khamis Sirhan 
al-Muhammad, who was No. 54 
on the list of 55 most-wanted fig- 
ures, the military said Wednesday. 
U.S. officials have described al- 
Muhammad, a former regional 
party leader in Karbala, as the

Mortars Found in 
Iraq Test Negative 
For Biister Agent 

CAMP EDEN, IRAQ I Tests by Danish 
and American experts indicate 
there is no chemical warfare agent 
in mortar shells unearthed in south- 
ern Iraq, but conclusive word will 
only come from a lab in Idaho. 
Earlier examinations had indicat- 
ed a blister agent was in the shells, 
which apparently date to the Iran- 
Iraq war of the 1980s. 

The U.S.-led Iraq Survey Group 
conducted tests on five of 36 shells 
found Friday by Danish troops near 
Qurnah, 250 miles southeast of 
Baghdad. All came up negative, 
the Danish army said Wednesday 
in a statement from Copenhagen. 
Those results contradicted Danish 
and British field tests that were pos- 
itive for a blister agent. 

Since the war ended, the U.S.-led 
coalition has found several caches 
that tested positive for mustard gas 
but later turned out to contain mis- 
sile fuel or other chemicals, (ap)

Ayatollah gives reformists unexpeeted vietory 


TEHRAN, IRANI Iran’s supreme leader 
ordered hard-liners Wednesday to 
reconsider the disqualifications of 
more than 3,000 pro-reform candi- 
dates for next month’s parliamen- 
tary elections. 

The move by Ayatollah Ali 
Khamenei was seen as a victory 
for reformist lawmakers who have 
held sit-ins in the parliament build- 
ing for the past four days. Earlier, 
Khamenei said he would intervene 


only after the appeal process had 
been exhausted. 

The disqualifications of the 
candidates — including over 80 
liberal lawmakers hoping for re- 
election on Feb. 20 — drew out- 
rage from the reformist-led par- 
liament, warnings that President 
Mohammad Khatami’s govern- 
ment may resign, and criticism 
from the United States. 

Khamenei holds ultimate say in 


all matters in Iran and is generally 
seen as the leader of the hard-line 
clerics who have repeatedly sty- 
mied attempts at reform. The dis- 
qualifications prompted unusual 
condemnation of the Guardian 
Council, whose 12 members are 
chosen by Khamenei. 

Earlier Wednesday, reformist 
lawmakers rejected Khatami’s call 
to abandon their sit-in.

So-called architect’ of 
scandal agrees to deal 
helping prosecutors 

HOUSTON I Andrew Fastow, the 
chief architect of the shady, off- 
the-books deals that brought down 
Enron, pleaded guilty to conspira- 
cy Wednesday in a deal that could 
take prosecutors to the top of the 
corporate ladder at the scandal-rid- 
den company. 

The plea by the former Enron 
finance chief called for a 10 -year 
sentence and for him to help pros- 
ecutors who have targeted — but not 
charged — the executives who once 
occupied the most opulent offices 
on the company’s top floor: former 
Chairman Kenneth Lay and former 
CEO Jeffrey Skilling.

JP Morgan, 
Bank One 
To Merge 

CHICAGO I In a blockbuster merger 
between two banking giants, J.P. 
Morgan Chase & Co. plans to buy 
Bank One Corp. for about $58 billion, 
the companies said Wednesday. 

The merger will create a bank- 
ing behemoth with assets of $1.1 
trillion and 2,300 branches in 17 
states. Only Citigroup, with assets of 
about $1.19 trillion, would be bigger 
if regulators approve the deal. 

The agreement was unanimous- 
ly approved by the boards of direc- 
tors of both companies, J.P. Morgan 
Chase and Bank One said in a joint 
announcement. 

The deal comes on the heels of 
an October merger between Bank 
of America Corp. and FleetBoston 
Financial Corp. The initial value of 
that deal was $47 billion, and the 
combined bank would have assets 
of about $966 billion, according to 
the American Banker trade daily.

Picture Imperfect 

Unforgiving HDTV gives stars, producers worry lines 



TELEVISION I In her 25 years as a 
star on television’s most popular soap 
opera, “The Young and the Restless,” 
Melody Thomas Scott has survived 
seven marriages, a newborn’s death 
and a gunshot wound from a hus- 
band’s ex-wife. But none of that 
matches her latest dramatic chal- 
lenge: high- definition television. 

“If you didn’t quite blow your 
hair out straight enough, you’re 
going to see a little fuzz,” says the 
47-year- old actress. “You can’t get 
away with anything anymore.” 

High- definition television — 
which shows pictures that are larg- 
er and nearly five times as sharp as 
those on a regular set — has the 
image-obsessed television business 
worried that a growing audience will 
see more reality than it wants: the 
wrinkles on once-ageless actors, the 
cracks in set walls, the brush strokes 
on painted backdrops. To avoid turn- 
ing off viewers, Hollywood’s illusion 
specialists in makeup, set design and 
lighting are finding ways to counter 
HDTV’s less -forgiving eye. 

High- definition “really scared 
the hell out of us at first because 
the images are so sharp,” says Bruce 
Grayson, head makeup artist for 
the Academy Awards, which were 
broadcast in high definition for the 
first time last spring. “A blemish on 
a face becomes a volcano.” 

HDTV seems to be catching 
on after years of hype but few 
buyers. This past holiday season. 


major retailers for the first time 
cut prices on some models to less 
than $1,000 — the magic price 
that boosted personal- computer 
sales several years ago. Wal-Mart 
Stores Inc. calls HDTV one of its 
fastest-growing electronics items, 
and Sears, Roebuck Co. says some 
models sold out last month. HDTV 
sales aren’t broken out separately 
yet, but sales of digital television 
sets — which can be upgraded to 
HDTV if they don’t have it original- 
ly — rose 56 percent last year from 
2002 to about four million units, 
according to Consumer Electronics 
Association estimates. 

John Wiedner, an architect in 
Los Angeles, plugged in his new 
HDTV receiver a few weeks ago 
and tuned in his favorite local news 
anchorwoman. “My first comment 
was, ‘Oh my God, she looks hor- 
rible,”’ he says. “She looks fine on 
regular TV. On HD, you see every 
wrinkle.” But he still likes her. “To 
actually see that they’re not that 
perfect, it’s actually kind of satis- 
fying,” Wiedner says. 

The major networks have grad- 
ually been adding HDTV to their 
prime-time lineups for several years 
in the belief that the technology 
would inevitably catch on. Networks 
broadcast shows in HDTV, but only 
viewers with HDTV sets and feeds 
can see the improvements over regu- 
lar TV. That means producers have 
to make their episodes work both on 


HDTV and on the standard TVs in 
most homes. So they are checking 
shots during rehearsals and tap- 
ings on two monitors, a wide one 
for HDTV and a standard one. 

On “Friends,” the executive 
producers told production design- 
er John Shaffner that the actors 
“need to be as beautiful as possi- 
ble,” Shaffner says. So he painted 
the main set lavender, an unusual 
color for an apartment, but one 
with special effects on high defi- 
nition. “All their skin tones, their 
hair tones, everybody looks good 
in that apartment,” he says. 

In earlier seasons, Shaffner hid 
cracks in the set with masking tape 
and paint. Now he applies putty to 
fill cracks and sands down the repair 
before painting. During a recent tap- 
ing, Shaffner spotted brushstroke 
lines on the backdrop, a painting 


of a Manhattan streetscape. So he 
dirtied the set windows to cloud the 
strokes. Shaffner also uses a spray 
gun to spread a thin mist of paint 
to look like dust on the set, he says. 
“We were trying to get that New 
York feel.” 

Even executives in sports televi- 
sion, who love the detail of HDTV, 
have their own worries. This sea- 
son, ABC resumed broadcasting 
“Monday Night Football” in high 
definition, after abandoning the 
practice following a trial run dur- 
ing the 1999-2000 season, when it 
said too few people owned the sets. 
Preston Davis, ABC’s president of 
broadcast operations and engineer- 
ing, said HDTV’s broader picture 
might let viewers catch players on 
the sidelines “doing something 
inappropriate for television, emily

Safety in 
Numbers 

Scientists find no 
links between cell 
phones and cancer 

STUDIES I A bit of good news for 
inveterate talkers who worry the sig- 
nals from their handhelds could be 
hazardous to their health: A panel of 
experts said Wednesday there is no 
evidence linking mobile phones to 
cancer or other health problems. 

The scientists, who are advising 
the British government, said existing 
research into the effects of cell phones 
“does not give cause for concern” that 
the devices cause cancer “nor any 
other adverse health effect.” 

Still, the group called for addi- 
tional studies, noting that knowl- 
edge about the effects of exposure to 
radio waves emitted by the phones 
“has limitations, and mobile phones 
have only been in widespread use 
for a relatively short time.” 

The findings of the panel, 
chaired by epidemiologist Anthony 
Swerdlow, broadly agree with those 
of an earlier advisory group’s report 
in 2000. 

That group said there was 
no clear evidence that mobile 
phones were harmful to health, 
but cautioned there could be as- 
yet unknown biological effects of 
exposure to the phones’ low levels 
of radiation. 

Swerdlow said several large 
studies currently under way 
— including one by the United 
Nations’ International Agency 
for Research on Cancer involving 
6,500 brain tumor cases from 13 
countries — would help make the 
picture clearer. 

The U.S. Food & Drug 
Administration also supports 
additional research. 

A federal appeals court in the 
United States last fall upheld the 
dismissal of an $800 million law- 
suit filed by a Maryland doctor who 
said his cell phone use caused his

Nowadays every other 
Hollywood fool courts our dimin- 
ishing outrage, but back in 1974 
“shock and awe” described pub- 
lic reaction to Waters’s film “Pink 


Flamingos,” which notoriously fea- 
tured the transvestite Divine dining 
on poodle -fresh dog doo. 

But Waters was never content 
merely to provoke outrage. As 
audiences have become inured to 
cheap shock tactics, Waters’s films 
have assumed fuller proportions. 
In “Serial Mom,” Kathleen Turner 
was the hilariously prim psycho 
killer next door. “Cry Baby” cast 
Johnny Depp as a misfit teen-idol. 
Now, Waters’s 1988 “Hairspray” is a 


blazing Broadway musical. 

The man’s obvious affection for 
his actors — including a who’s -who 
of who’s that?s like Tab Hunter, 
Patty Hearst and Traci Lords — has 
made him a kind of Weird Uncle 
John, your mustachioed bachelor 
relative who enlivens tedious family 
holidays with knowing, well-placed 
quips and a secret postprandial 
stash of cold Natty Bo. 

So think of Waters’s “World of 
Trash” as a sort of dysfunctional 
family holiday in which your odd- 
ball uncle dispenses cheery advice 
on the finer points of juvenile delin-

Raise a finger or two 
in honor of guitarist 
Django Reinhardt 

M U S I C I When Jerry Garcia flipped 
his buds the bird, they got the 
abridged version. And when Boozoo 
Chavis ordered up two fingers of 
Seagram’s, he had to make sure he 
didn’t get a short shot. 

But when it comes to digitally 
challenged musicians, nobody did 
more with less than the jazz giant 
being celebrated at the Django 
Reinhardt Festival this weekend 
at the Kennedy Center. 

At age 18, the gypsy guitarist 
lost use of two fingers on his fret- 
ting hand in a caravan fire, but he 
didn’t let the loss hold him back. 
Developing a unique style whose 
nimble runs required him to cross 
his middle finger over his index, 
Reinhardt became one of the 
most celebrated guitar players of 
the 1930s. 

His “Nuages” has been attempt- 
ed by virtually every serious student 
of the instrument. And even though 
it’s one of his more languid numbers, 
players with functioning fistfuls of 
digits struggle to keep up. 

Reinhardt made his name with 
violinist Stephane Grappelli in the 
Quintette du Hot Club de France. 
Bringing their hot-jazz heyday to 
life are guitarist-violinist Dorado 
Schmitt, saxophonist Paquito

MUSEUMS I Pastries. Ham. Hamlet. 

These are the 
things we think of when we think of 
Denmark. Not visual art. Mention 
18th-century art and our minds flit 
off to France, perhaps Germany or 
Britain, but not Denmark. 

With support from the Danish 
government, the National Gallery 
of Art is challenging this percep- 
tion.

This week, 
Marianne Saabye reveals the riches 
of Copenhagen’s Hirschsprung 
Collection.

S P I C E S I Curry — the word is almost 
meaningless. In this country. It usu- 
ally refers to a dish flavored with 
curry powder or something 
served at an Indian restau- 
rant, as if all Indian dishes 
with spicy sauce could be 
lumped into a single cat- 
egory. This, of course, is 
not the case. 

In fact, authentic 
Indian cuisine never 
involves the prepackaged 
combination of spices known 
as curry powder.

liberal use of curry leaves. Despite 
their name, these leaves taste noth- 
ing like curry powder. 

Curry leaves are small, about 
the size of a slim basil leaf, with a 
smooth surface and pointy shape. 
They add a slightly peppery flavor 
to all kinds of dishes, from stews to 
yogurts, from soups to sauces. Just 
as “kaffir” lime leaves add a special 
touch to Thai food, and “epazote” dis- 
tinguishes certain Mexican dishes, 
curry leaves are a signature flavoring 
in southern Indian cooking. 

Once unobtainable here, fresh 
curry leaves are available year- 
round in almost every Indian 
market and, surprisingly, they’re

less expensive than more com- 
mon herbs in supermarkets. They 
keep longer too, and can be frozen. 
But the flavor dissipates over time, 
so once picked, curry leaves should 
be used as soon as possible. 

You’ll find curry leaves regularly 
in dishes at southern Indian res- 
taurants. South Indians typically 
fry mustard seeds, curry leaves and 


ly the states of Maharashtra and 
Gujarat. Gujarati vegetarians like 
to dip their “roti,” a flat bread, into 
a bowl of soupy potatoes fragrant 
with spices. 

Once you’ve tried curry leaves 
in southern Indian recipes, con- 
sider experimenting with other 
uses for them. Drop a few into a 
pot of rice, for example. The curry 
leaf tree might be an exotic new- 
comer in the garden, but it quickly 
makes itself at home in our kitchens.
